Rovouty speaking, the moon is 240,000 
miles away, while Holt’s steamers can 
perform the voyage from Liverpool, a 
distance of more than 10,000 miles, in 


fifty days. The journey to the moon 
ought therefore to occupy a little more 
than three years) no great time indeed 
when compared with the voyages of 
the old East Indiamen. The moon has 
many advantages for the residence of 
Chinamen. It is (we are told) unin. 
habited, so that they would not require 
to fight for a footing ; it is, like China, 
blessed with extremes of temperature, 
and its area is somewhat considerable— 
not far from that of China itself. True, 
folks say it lns uo atmosphere, but 
when was a Celestial troubled for want of 
air? and perhaps John Chinaman would 
not care to go there, but that is a matter 
of secondary consideration, as we shall 
see. 

Now in view of these facts, we 
would venture to propose to Captain 
Galton and the Times, the advisability 
of colonising the moon with Chinese, 
as an amendment to the very practical 
scheme of peopling Africa from the 
same quarter, which they have just 
given to the world. In one point, as 
we have suggested, there would be a 
decided advantage. The ‘imes has 
evidently drifted away from the circle 
of the philanthropists. Just imagine 
inciting 350 millions of Chinese (the 
numbers are of the Times, not ours) to 
go and murder from 80 or 100 

















lions of negroes; and imagine such a 
plan appearing in the great and phi- 
lanthropic Times itself, The moon 
scheme is certainly far more consonant 
with the feelings of the more advanced 
school of “thinkers”, than Captain 
Galton’s; and as it must have been by 
an oversight that this small matter 
did not commend itself to him, 
we beg to supply the omission, 
It is only when small matters, such as 
the honour of Great Britain or the 
prosperity of her own subjects are 
concerned, that difficulties ever arise 
with our modern school of thinkers. 
Place these unimportant affairs to one 
side, and wo find them ruling the 
world. There are no difliculties which 
canuot be overcome, provided Great 
Britain or Englishmen ave not inter- 
ested ; and as the obstacles to the colo- 
nization of the moon are only slightly 
greater than those likely to be present- 
ed by the substitution of Chinese for 
Negroes on the continent of Africa, 
there is really no reason why the 
Times should not devote a leading 
article to the subject. Speuking seri- 
ously, the dilettante style of argument 
which has taken possession of the ouce 
practical Englishman is working its 
effects. We have got so accustomed to 
reasoning in the abstract, that we for- 
get to consider the practicability of our 
standpoiut. We have practical relations 
with China and Africa, We know 
from experience how the first, at least, 
have been mismanaged. Why cannot 
the Times begin to cousider what could 
really be done in improving our re- 
lations with China, and leave the 
visionary or fanciful alone? No one 
will be found to maintain that our re- 
lations with China are perfect. No 
one, we may add, will deny that we 
have frittered away our opportunities of 
advancing our influence in the empire. 
| Yet the Times avoids allusion to such 
| topics; and, as it is professedly the wea- 
| thereock of popular thought, must we 
| believe that, as regards China at least, 
‘the people of Great Britain would 
sooner be tickled with abstract schemes, 
than devote their thoughts to serious 
questions of policy ? 
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Summary of Bews. 


‘A mail leaves to-morrow for Europe by 
the M. M. str. Hoogly. 

Both lines of communication with Europe 
are still broken ; and oven by steamers 
from Hongkong, we have only received the 
following telegram. 

Nottingham has won the ‘China Chal- 
lenge Cup.” 

the English have severely defeated the 
Ashantees at the town of Elmina ; further 
fighting was expected. ; 

‘There is increased anarchy in Spain, aud 
Internationalist atrocities have been com- 
mitted at Aleoy. ‘The Carlists are spread- 
ing. 

"The Captain of the Inman steamer City 
of Washington has been suspended for a 
year. 











‘The half-yearly meeting of members of 
the Racket Club was held on the 28th. 
‘The accounts, showing a profit on the half 
year of Tis. 559.16, were approved. Jt 
was decided that the use of Bowling Green 
and Quoit Grounds be restricted to Play- 
ing Members, the grounds being in fact go- 
verned by the same Rules as the Courts. 
Certain questions of play were discussed 
and settled. A proposal that no member 
should be allowed to hold more than one 
share was brought forward, and adjourned 
till the next general meeting. 

‘The new bridge over the Soochow Creek 
is completed, and is to be opened for 
trattic to-day. ‘The Couneil declare the 
name as “The Garden Bridge.” We 
cannot say that this commends itself to us 
as the best that might have been chosen. 

‘The preliminary examination into the 
charge brought against Mr. W. G. Caine, 
formerly H. M, Acting Consul at Haukow, 
of appropriating funds of the Government, 
was concluded on Monday, and accused 
committed for trial. ‘The case will probably 
come on before the Chief Judge and a 
Jury on Wednesday, the 6th 

We understand that the Chinese defen- 
dants in the Duke of <Adercorn coal case 
have determined to appeal to the 'Taotai, 
ayainst the decision of the Mixed Court, 
by which they were condemned to pay for 
95 tons of the missing coal, at Is, 11. 

Business at the Mixed Court had to be 
suspended briefly, in consequence of the 
illness of the Magistrate, Chén, who was 
seized with an attack of choléra while in 
Court on Monday, but has now recovered. 

Mr. E. H. Gore-Booth has been ap- 
pointed Lieutenant of the Rangers, in the 
stead of Mr. Bidwell, resigned. A meet- 
ing of the Ritle Companies is called for 
Tuesday next, to elect officers to the vacan- 
cies in this branch of the Corps. 

We print, elsewhere, a letter addressed 
by Admiral Shadwell to the Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce, in reply to vari- 
ous questions asked him regarding the 
navigation of the China seas. Admiral 
Shadwell considers the present charts are 
in the main correct, but that the time has 
arrived when it might be desirable to re- 
examine the coast generally, with a view to 
the correct insertion in new editions of the 
outlying rocks which have been 
Aiscovered, and not yet systema 
surveyed. He believes the Admiralty have 




















this project in view, but will again 
address them on the subject. 

‘We hear that the S. S. N. Co.'s str. 
Manchu, 459 tons register, has been pur- 
chased by Mr. D. R. Spedding, for Tis. 
45,000, and that she is to be employed 
principally in the coal trade to Nagasaki. 

We publish a translation of a paper that 
has lately appeared in the Rerue des deux 
Blondes, on the subject of opium-smoking 
and opium-eating in China. It is a review 
of a book entitled “Traité de Climatolo- 
gie,” by a Doctor Armand; and we can 
only say that either Doctor Armand er the 
Reviewer make some of the most singular 
mistakes we have ever seen in a book pro- 
fessing to be scientific and therefore exact, 
‘The addition of a hundred millions to the 
highest estimate we have ever before seen 
of the population of China, isa trifle. As 
well say 500,000,000 as 400,000,000 ; it does 
not make much difference, and shows a 
breadth of view eminently valuable in 
scientific research, One would think again 
that a pipe-tube, 40 or 50 centimetres, i.c., 
about 1 ft. Gin. in cireumference, would be 
inconvenient. M. Armand (or his review- 
er) may mean millimdtres, or may mean 
length instead of diameter, or may mean 
anything else that would make sense—but 
the remark as it stands is certainly pecu- 
liar. We can forgive all this, however, 
and even pass over the statement that 
opium does barely more harm to the Chi- 
nese than tobacco does to Europeans,— 
which needs no other contradiction than 
the faces one sees in walking through the 
streets. But when Doctor Armand s: 
opium smoke has a more agreeable smell 
than tobaceo smoke, we incline to say that 
—he had better come to China and stand 
outside an opium tavern, before he writes 
any more nonsense. 

Mer the brief excitement caused by the 
ination of the Audience Question, 
x6 has subsided into its normal state 
of quietude. Foreigners are all at the 
hills, excepting the Customs men. ‘The 
‘ung-wen-kwan broke up on the 19th 
July, for the usual summer vacation of 
six weeks. The audience is as if it had 
never been—no official notice, nu popular 
interest marks its importance. 

Our ‘Trexrsts correspondent’s letter 
shows that the Government are collecting 
information about Formosa, aud appear 
therefore to be in earnest about the ex- 
pedition. 

‘A programme has beon decided on for 
the Cuzroo Autumn Meeting. Tt covers 
two days—six events on the first and seven 
on the second day. Mr. W. F, Mayers, 
HI. B. M. Chinese Secretary of Legation, 
arrived here on his return from furlough 
a few days ago, and goes on to Peking, I 
believe on the 25th. 

A Haxxow correspondent writes that 
there is no social news; weather hot, and 
river rising steadily.

‘A Nisovo correspondent writes :—The 
weather continues dry; no rain of any 
consequence has fallen, and by all reports 
the crops are suffering severely.

It is rumoured, to-day, that the Shao-hsing 
disturbance is not yet definitely settled, 
and that further outbreak is by no means 
unlikely. A grand naval review was held 
on the 15th, in the presence of all the local 
mandarins, and an immense crowd of 
lookers-on, 

By the str. Dragon we have a Foocuow 
market report of the 18th July, ‘The tea 
market had been quiet during the previous 
week, and transactions moderate. ‘The 
week’s settlements of Cougon amounted 
to 25,200 chests at Tis: 3 at ls. 29, 
Prices for teas over Tis. 17 were fairly 
maintained, but below this a decline was 
apparent of from 5 mace to 1 tael. Second 
crop teas continued to arrive, but those 
from the higher districts had not reached 
Foochow. Arrivals during the week were 
10,900 chests. The Undine sailed on the 
16th and the Flintshire 8. $. on the 17th, 
‘Total export to England to date, 14,594,000 
Ibs, against 21,551,000 Ibs. in 1872-3. ‘The 
rate of freight for steamers to London 
remains at £4.10 per ton, but sailing ves 
sols have come down to £3 per ton.

THE CHARTS OF THE Coast. 


‘Tue Hongkong Chamber of Commerce 
has been putting some very categorical 
sdqnestions to Admiral Shadwell respect- 
ing the coast of China, the answers to 
which, so far as the Admiral felt in a 
position to reply, are somewhat reassur- 
ing. Admiral Shadwell’s acquaintance 
with the China coast is so long and 
intimate, and his scientific attainments 
are so well known, that no better autho- 
rity could be adduced. But some of 
the questions put are of such a nature 
that the Admiral could be in no better 
position to reply than any private | 
member of the Chamber; and he 
naturally hesitates in giving a cate~ 
gorical answer. On the subject of 
the charts of the coast, however, he 
is a thoroughly competent authority, 
and treats the subject with a decision 
worthy of that authority. So many 
charges have been made against the 
Admiralty charts of incorrectuess, and 
so many attempts made to excuse the 
careless handling of vessels on the coast 
by acry of inaccuracy, that it is satis- 
factory to find Admiral Shadwell’s 
testimony given decidedly in fayour 
of their accuracy. Still, the charts were 
made some thirty years ago, when 
our knowledge of the China coast was 
very far inferior to what, with the 
increased traflic of the last five years, 
it has since become. Pre-eminently 
a rugged and broken coast, it is 
only to be anticipated that these 
characteristics must continue some dis- 
tance out to sea. Tho number of 
isolated rocks above water, indeed, afford 
a sort of presumptive proof that a 
corresponding number will be found 
which, although not heading the sur 
face, approach suificiently near to en- 
danger vessels passing over them. A 
great number of these rocks were kuown 
to exist, and were marked from actual 
survey on the present charts; but a 
great number more have only been | 
discovered when some vessel has come 
in contact with them, and often under 
such circumstances as left little time 
or opportunity to define their positions. 
Such rocks as that on which the Sedan | 
or the Ulysses strack, though apparent- 
ly in the fairway, are still unsurveyed ; 
and it may be that the vessel coming 
up the coast and determined to give 
them as wide a berth as possible, may 
only exchange Scylla for Charybdis, 
and run on other dangers equally un- 
known. We are therefore glad-to find 
that Admiral Shadwell is pressing on 
the Admiralty the necd of revising 
the charts of the coast, and that he | 
holds out the hope of a resumption of | 
the survey at an early date. | 
‘We have lately alluded to the ueces- 
sity for a corrected survey of the | 
mouths of the Yangtsze. We did not | 
quite agree with the measure proposed, 
of a patchwork survey by the officers of | 
the various navies stationed in China, 
which to a practical man mus seem 




















simply impossible. Still the necessity 
of such a chart is growing every 
day more marked. OF the recent 
changes in the Hwangpoo itself we have 
no proper chart. The bed of the 
river can scarcely be said to have been 
surveyed between this and Woosung. 
The Admiralty charts differ widely 
from those put forward by the Harbour 
Master, and between them both we 
imagine that pilots trust more to the 
rale of thumb than to cither. Yet with- 
out some proper idea of what changes 
are going on in the bed of the river, we 
are scarcely in a position to take mea- 
sures for its improvement. Every 
year we have elaborate statistics of 
trade. Every year, likewise, we hold 
that we should havea corrected chart of 
the soundings in the harbour and about 
the entrance to the river at Woosung. 
Had one such chart been made, we 
should at least have had something 
more to go on, in speaking of the 
growth of the Bar. As it is, the pos- 
sibility for difference of opinion exists, 
and is made use of to the uttermost. 
With regard to the rest of Admiral 
Shadwell’s letter, as we hinted above, 
we are not surprised to find that he 
refuses a definite answer. The deci. 
sions of Naval Courts which have come 
officially before the Admiral, are like- 
wise at the disposal of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Perhaps, on the whole, 
Naval Courts err on the side of leniency; 
but a rescript of the evidence given in 
each case would throw light on thecauses 
which, in the main, have been at work. 
Admiral Shadwell does, however, express 
cautiously an opinion: that many of the 
accidents havg been preventible ones ; 
an opinion in which we are perfectly 
willing to concur. We have drawn 
attention to the curious fact that, in the 
days of the old coasting skippers, vessels 
did not get wrecked, and we have been 
taken to task for so doing. Admiral 
Shadwell gives us to understand that a 
little more care in uavigating vessels on 
the coast would be conducive to safely. 
We imagine that whatever may be the

Butthough, in this particular 
instance, the shippers of the early crops 
have met with an unexpected success, 
we fear that that success is more or 
less likely to result in evil times for the 
trade. It was ina great measure the 
rush for the carliest crops whi 
duced the paralysis of 18 
which has see more or less reduced 
the standard of the Foochow teas, 1b 
is to be feared that, without great care, 
something similar may happen on the 
Hankow market. While the carly 
gathered crops are doubtless superior 
in flavour, they are so deficient in quan. 
tity that the temptation to make up the 
difference with old leaves must prove 
stronger, theearlierthe leavesare gather- 
ed. The instance of Foochow shows how 
difficult it is to eradicate this practice 
if once established. Tea is not bought 
in China with the same slavish re- 
gard to “chops,” as silk; yetin the mind 
of the Chaasze chops do go a certain 
length. And we may assert as a 
truism that, little by little, with Chinese, 
a chop is sure to become deteriorated. 
Some well-known mark has degen- 
erated till the foreign purchaser will 
hardly Jook at it; a new one has to be 
started, and at first every care is taken 
that the chops shall cover quality. Once 
established, the deterioration is slow but 
sure, each year’s parcel is a little in- 
‘or to its predecessor, till the old pro- 
cess has to be gone over again. Our 
satisfaction therefore that the European 
market is so active that fowr million 
pounds of tea could be sold in 
two days at a considerable profit all 
round, may well be checked by the fear 
that, after all, this spasmodic suecess 
may be ouly the foreranner of loss and 
inconvenience. We have heard of late 
years many and loud complaints from 
the English side, of the folly of hasten 
ng forward shipments at the begin. 
ning of the season; but, in the face of 
such results as we have seen, the prac- 
tice will go on more energetically 
than ¢ A strong demand ou 
first arrival, and undue depression 
when the bulk of the crop comes 
forward, is not indicative of a healthy 
trade; yet it seems to be becom. 
ing a marked feature in the tea trade, 
OF one thing we may be certain, that 
neither the Shanghai nor avy other 
Chamber of Commerce will be able to 
stay the evils, real or pretended, of 
‘ocean racing, so long as these conditions 
last. The incentive to the merchant 
to get his teas first, is such that he will 
hold out induecments to the ocean com- 
panies {o meet his wants. One result 
of this is that better ships and better 
crews are put on the lino than would

otherwise be - employed. We have 
pointed ont that this fact is in itself an 
element of safety. At the same time 
it cannot be denied that risks are ran 
which, without tho pressure of haste, 
would not be encountered. Whether 
the risk is greater with an ill-found 
ship going ateasy speed, or with a 
well-manned and high-classed vessel 
bound to “make a passage,” is a ques- 
tion which statisties will probably solve 
in the long run, The Chamber was 
right in deprecating racing; it would 
likewise be justified in its own interests 
in deprecating the hurry to purchase 
new teas. ‘The taste of the consumer, 
and not the wishes of the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce, is however the 
real arbiter in the matter. 





MUNICIPAL, 


An interesting feature in the Munici- 
pal reports which we publish elsewhere, 
is the estimate of Chinese houses and 
residents in the Foreign Settlements. 
These show a less increase than we 
had anticipated, over the last Census ; 
it would be sheer presumption to 
question, off hand, figures compiled 
after enquiry, but we must say we are 
surprised at those before us. 60,825 
Chinese are assigned to the Eng. 
lish Settlement, out of whom 8,390 
are afloat or vagrants, and 17,842 
to Hongkew, of whom 1,507 are afloat 
or vagrants, Of the remainder, 4,681 in 
the English and 881 in the Hongkew 
Settlement are supposed to be employed 
in Foroign hongs, and, we presume, to 
live chiefly on their masters’ premises. 
‘Thus, out of the gross total for the two 
Settlements of 78,367, only 62,844 
are supposed to occupy the 11,926 
Chinese houses which have just 
been numbered in the two Settle. 
ments: ora fraction over 5 persons 
to a house, assuming all to be occu. 
pied. Of course there are many 
houses empty; but, even allowing for 
these, we should have thought the 
crowding greater. The last census gave 
58,981 Chinese in the English, and 
16,066 in the Hongkew Settlement, so 
that the increase would be roughly 
1,900 in the former and 1,500 in the 
latter, in three years. 

The Public Works Committee seems to 
have been trying to define the rela- 
tions of the Gas Company and the 
Council ; and the mutual arrangements 
for repairing damage to drains and 
roads, have every appearance of 
ness. The inconvenience to the Public of 
having a uew road broken up for gas 
mains directly it is repaired, remains to 
be assessed. At the late Ratepayers’ 
meeting, a “rental” of Tis. 1,000 
per annum for the use of the roads 
was talked of; is this being col- 
lected—the point seems to have 
rather dropped ont of sight in the dis. 
cussion? and are steps being taken 
to reduce the extravagant price charged 
to the Municipality fur gas? The 
arrangement with Messrs. Russell & Co. 
provides forthe Municipality bunding out 














theS.S.N. property, adjoining the Hong- 
kew creek—theysurrenderingréadways. 
We are glad to see the extension of- 
the Hongkong Road between Kiangse 
and Szechuen Roads is likely to 
be effected; and shonld have been 
glad to see the attention of the 
Committee directed to the extension 
of other much needed lines of com- 
munication. Financial exigencies no 
doubt have something to do with 
the delay. In view of the near 
completion of “the new bridge over 
the Soochow Creek,” the Works Com- 
mittee suggest that a concise name for 
it would be desirable. To continue the 
old name “ Wills’ bridge,” which bye 
the-bye was"strange to 9 out of 10 re- 
sidents, would be a misnomer. Why 
not retain the familiar “Soochow?” 
but there is no reason for haste in 
this respect, and we haye no 
doubt the inventive talent of the 
Settlement will shortly eyolv2 a 
cuphonions and suitable epithet, 
‘The main thing is to have a bridge at 
all; and we are glad to find that, as we 
anticipated some weeks ago in sketch- 
ing the proposed structure, it’ is a 
broad and convenient one. In a few 
days more, when it is formally opened, 
we shall probably have more to say of 
its appearance—The appointment of 
a Committee to enquire into the 
proposals of the Woosung Road Com- 
pany, and a statement that the 
United States and Chinese authorities 
are about to rectify the frontiers of 
Hongkew, are the remaining features 
of interest in the Works’ Report. 

The Watch Committee tell us that 
H. B. M. Minister has at length signi- 
fied his approval of the Bye-Law pass- 
ed by the Ratepayers in May last. 'The 
strong feeling shewn at the last meet. 
ing, in regard to this delay, has evi- 
dently touched the British Legation ; 
and we hope that a scintillation will 
eventually light up the dark pigeon- 
holes in one or two of the other embas- 
sies. We see the Council are claiming 
from the Guardian Insurance ofiice, 
remuneration for the services of the 
Police who lately saved it from great 
loss on the occasion of a fire in Houg- 
kew ; and in connection with this inci 
dent we note that the Finance 
Committee say the whole appropriation 
for the Fire Department is already 
exhausted. The meanness of the 
Home Offices which refuse to contri- 
bute towards an Institution that 
ensures their profits, bas been often 
commented on; and little can be added 
to make their position worse. If the 
Council would publish a list of the 
recusant Offices, in each Watch Report, 
it might help people to select those 
which pursue a more generous policy. 

The last paragraph—relating what 
passed at a meeting of Treaty 
Consuls held to consider the Land 
Regulations—is perhaps the most im- 
portant in the report. Not that much 
‘as done, but that the matter itself 
is important to the interests of the 

















counmunity. My. Rennie proposed a 


separation between Municipal and Land 
Regulations—that we should fall back 
on the old Regulations of 1854 for 
the latter; and then draw up a more 
applicable code than the present, of 
Municipal laws. We can only note, 
here, this feature in the discussion 
the subject is too wide to be dealt with 
at the end of an article. 


BARON HUBNER ON SHANGHAI. 


An acute observer, with large knowledge 
of the world, and high culture, holding a 
position which gives him access to the best 
informed circles in society, cannot fail to 
produce a readable Book of Travels. ‘The 
favourable criticisms of European journals 
have stamped Baron Hiibner’s volume with 
their approval, and in all respects it is an 
achieved success, Though the writer only 
took a hurried glance at America, China, 
and Japan, he gives us clever pictures of 
scenes, capital sketches of character, and 
sagacious political reflections ; and we shall 
be much surprised if the “cher journal ” 
which he filled with such industry, does not 
afford quite as much gratification to a large 
body of readers, as it did to the writer, who 
evidently found its composition a labour 
of love, We propose at present to quote 
some of his observations on ourselves, 
To see ourselves as “others see us, is pro- 
verbially instructive. 

On the whole, the sketch of our 
much vaunted and much abused Model 
Settlement is favourable, ‘The Baron saw 
nearly everything that was to be seen, 
and admired nearly everything he 
sav, In fact, if our latest critic has a 
fault, it is that he is disposed to be too 
courtierlike and complimentary to people 
and institutions, This, however, is clearly 
a habit which has become second nature 
to him. He is pleased with everything 
novel and striking, and has so much 
ness of observation that he recognizes 
the salient points of a new place with 
amazing readin ‘Phat his style is 
charming from its lucidity and polish, we 
need not say. Still, every now and then, 
we meet with exagyerations and strained 
comparisons which excite the smile of 
readers long accustomed to the objects 
described, and deficient perhaps in the 
power of enthusiastic approciation that the 
Baron possesses in an exceptional degree. 

We give a fow illustrations. —This is the 
picture of the firet glimpse of Shanghai,

Ttseoms the steam-ferry which attempt- 
ed to run between this and Fatshan, was 
the property of a Company and not'of an 
individual.

‘The following despatch from Vice-Ad- 
miral Shadwell, with reference to the

St,—I have already briefly acknow- 
ledged the receipt, on the 17th instant, 
of your letter of May 14th, requesting, at 
the desire of the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce, my opinion on 
various matters connected with the navi 
gation of the China Sea, and especially that 

part of it lying between Hongkong and 
hanglai, with a view to its safer use by 
the inereasing steamer trafic by which it 
is now yearly navigated.

distant period. 

2ud.—** Is the system of light-houses pro- 
posed, and now-being carried ont by the 
Chinese Gorernnient, all that is required 
in this respect 2” 

L believe that the proposed arrangements 
for lighting the Coast of China aro sufli- 
cient and satisiaetory, and <hat when ac- 
complished they will provide all that is 
necessary for the security of navigation in 
this respect. 

3rd.—'Are the Channels and hidden 
dangers, as well as entrances to the har- 
bonrs, properly beaconed and buoyed !” 

Some advantageous additions to the sys- 
tem of beacons and buoys in many places 
might be suggested. ‘The attention of the 
Tmperial Chinese Customs has, I. believe, 
been called to this necessity, and improve 
ments in this respect are gradually in pro- 
gress. 

4th.—''Are the numerous Merchant 
steamers continually plying upon these 
waters at all seasons of the year. properly 
ofticered, manned, and equipped ?” 

‘These are questions rather beyond my 
pforinee to reply oT hnre no anficient 

nowledge of details to enable me to form 

an independent opinion. I would, there- 
fore, wish to decline an answer. I may, 
however, observe that I am not aware of 
any vessels having ever been lost or 
hiazarded on the Coast of China from the 
causes alluded to in the above question. 

5th. — Is sufficient care exercised in the 
navigation of these vessels, having regard 
to the dangerous nature of the route and 
peculiarities of the weather ?” 

‘The difficulties which apply to my giving 
am answer to the fourth query, exist also 
in some respects as to this one. I must, 
therefore, confine my answer to a general 
expression of opinion, that instances are 
not wanting where accidents have occurred 
through want of caution in keeping too 
close in shore, and by not giving a suffi- 
ciently wide berth to known dangers ; 
whereby, in consequence of very sinall 
etrors of assumed position, accidents have 
occurred ; also, by not taking into account 
in the case of sunken dangers the 
evidence afforded by charts is only 
negative ; and that, on a Coast known to 
abound with rocks below water, others 
may exist which have not yet been dis- 
covered, rendering, therefore, great pru- 
dence necessity, und x careful attention | 
to the use of the lead. No doubt, there 
is often a strong temptation to keep close 
in shore, especially in tho N. E, monxooi 
in bad weather, to avoid the fiercencss 
the wind and the heavy sea ; hut still thi 
does not justify passing along the Coast 
dangerous proximity to the shore, ns ix 
sometimes done.

As Mr, Hxans’s amendment was of the 
nature of a rider to the original resolution, 
the Resolution was with his consent put 
first to the meeting—and carried unanim- 
ously. 

Some discussion followed on Mr. Hearn’s 
amendment which, he explained, was in- 
tended to work like the rule of the Union 
Bowling Alley, admitting visitors. Objec- 
tions were however raised to its probable 
offect ; and

Mr, Terxnuus. proposed, as the most 
ready way of expressing this decision,

‘The amendment was then put to the 
meeting and lost, and the original resolu- 
tion carried ; the Chairman promising, how- 
ever, that the Committee would submit the 
point to the Field. 

Dr. Torxneut wished to bring forward 
a proposal that no member of the Racket | 
Club’ shall be allowed to hold more 
than 7 shares, He selected that mumber 
Decanse seven was the greatest number of | 
shares held by any one member at the pre- | 
sent time ; but his meaning was that pre- | 
caution should be taken to prevent any one 
member obtaining sutlicient power to rule 
the Club.

Gesrienes,—I beg to hand you my report 
of the proceedings of this department from 
the 15th May to the 15th of this month. 

Bridges.—The new timber bridge crossing 
the Soochow Creek is nearly completed, the 
work bas been carried on by the Contractors 
in a very satisfactory manner. 

‘Two of the bridges crossing the Yang-king- 
pang ereek (viz., one at the Bund and one at 
the Szechuen road) require immediate atten- 
tion. I would strongly recommend that hard- 
wood dridges be built to replace them. Both 
Of the bridges I condemned some time a; 
Small repairs have been made to the variot 
bridges. 

Buildings.—The old Hongkew Police Sta- 
tion, known as Preston’s Bungalow, bas been 
handed over to the Rev. Mr. Yates, agent for 
the owner. 

‘Bundings.—The bunding of-the East side 
of the Hongkew ercek, from the bridge to the 
Old Dock premises, and the bundiug of the 
Wham; », from the Tsing tothe Woochang 
road, have been completed. : 

‘The line for the bunding of the southwest 
corner of the Hongkew Creek has been defined, 
and an agreement made with a contractor to 
carry ont this work. 

Drainage—Drain pipes have been laid in 
the Pekin road from the Chekiang road to 
within a short distance of the Defence Creek, 
in the Bun-toong-loong Alleyway, in the lower 
Yuscrming-yuek roeds and fa th> roed leading 
to the new Soochow Creek Bridge through the 
Public Garden, ‘The Kungping road drain 
has been extended, with pipes acrovs the fore- 
shore, Somme sips havelbeen ‘constructed ia 
the Shantung road. ? 

‘Landing -Accommodation.--Some wooden 
een built at the end of the upper 

-yuen road earthen mole, for con- 
venience in landing eargo. 

‘The pontoon at the end of the Kiukiang 
road sunk a few days ago, and is now being 
repaired. It is temporarily replaced’ by 
eargoboat. 









































‘The Honan road from the Foochow 
faukow road and part of the upper 
ing-yuen road have beon metalled. 

A portion of the narrow road on the eastern 
side of the Hongkew Creek, between the 
bridge aud the river, has been widened, with 
the consent of the owner. 

A road is being made from the Bund through 
the Public Gardea to the new Soochow Creek 
Bridge. 

Owing to the non-arrival of granite chips, 
but little has been done to the roads in the 
way of repairs. A contract has now been 
made for a supply of tons 10,000 during the 
next 12 months.

The Chairman then called on the Committee 
of the Ratepayers to state the changes which 
they proposed to introduce into the Regula- 
tions. Mr. Rennie, (who had moved the 
Resolution at the Ratepayers’ Meeting,) 
thought it was with the Consular Body to 
take the initia nd on reference to the 
original resolution it seemed to be contem- 
plated that this duty should lie with them, 
After some conversation, in the course of 
which it appeared that ‘the Consular Body 
had uo specific proposal to bring before the 
meeting, Mr. Rennie submitted that the first 
point to consider was whether the present 

















































code, to which the sanction of the Chinese 
Govt. had never been obtained, was capable of 
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being amended, or whether a new code should 
de drawn up on the basis of the one that 


existed hefore the present code, that of 1854, | 


to which all the then Treaty Powers and 
the Chinese Govt. had given their assent. 
Mr. Rennie gave a sketch of the carly 
Municipal history of the Shanghai Fo 
Settlements, and of the Regulations 
cessively arose out of their Municipal necessi- 
ties. These consisted of a code of Land Regula- 
tions drawn upand assented toby the American, 
French and English Consuls, and passed in 
1854. Towards "65 the residents of the Anglo- 
American Concession thought a revision ne- 
cessary, and the present code was eventually 
substituted ; while, about the same time, 
the French Council, although agreeing to the 
new code so far as it applied to the Settlements 
without their limits, finding the "54 code in- 
sufficient for their growing’ Municipal wants 
superadded to it a Municipal “Code de Régle- 
ment.” ‘The nature of the Code de Réglement 
he explained at Tength, and althougi he di | 
not recommend its adoption by the Settlements 
North of the Yang-ki it 
arbitrary nature inn 
thought a separate Muni 
kind would be a Lenelit to all, and a great 
improvement on the existing Vand Regula. 
tions. The French Settlement is at present 
governed hy the old "4 code as far as land is 
goneerned, and by the Code de Héglement ax 
far as Municipal matters are concerned, and 
he would propose that this dual form of Land 
and Municipal Regulations: should be adopted 
for the Settlements North of the Yang-king- 
pang. Mr. Rennie proposed that, asthe 
existing Regulations are utterly unsuited to 
the place, and eannot he revised with benetit, 
the old "54 Code should be gone back to for 
Land Regulations, and a Supplementary Code 
drawn up of Municipal Regulations. 

‘The Chairman suggested that a Committee 
should be appointed to consider this prelinin- 
ary question, as it involved so many. couilict- 
ing interests and was fraught with such 
importance, that it could not he decided in a 
single session; anil he eventually proposed the 
following resolution— 

“That the Committee of Ratepayers be re- 
quested to take evidence and report, for the 
information of the Consular Body, as to the 
defects allegod to exist in the Regulations as 
now constituted, and that such report be eir- 
culated previous toa further meeting of the 
Consuls and the Ratepayers’ Committe 

‘This resolution was seconded by 
Sehlik, and passed unanimously.

In these last days, another instance has 
happened, where the cable onght to have 
been repaired in a.mmeh shorter time 
than it now takes to do it. Not long ago 
tho ‘Telegraph Steamer J. C. Orsted left 
Shanghai for Nagasaki, all eables being at 
that time in order, Arrived at Nagasal 
she must have got information fron® 
Shanghai, Hat the exble between Hong- 
kong and Amoy is interrupted. What 
was readier than sending the steamer 
to repair it immediately? but instead 
of this the Telegraph steamer proceeds 
to Wladiwostock, where, I believe there 
was nothing to do which might not as 
well have been dove either by another 
vessel, or at alater time when the repair 
of the cable had been effected. But off she 
went to Siberia, and not iill returning 
from that place,—that is after a loss of 
about a fortnight—the steamer proceeds to 
repair the cable. Perhaps the reason for 
this mode of proceeding is not to be 
sought so very far, when it is kept in 
mind that there are tivo electric waye to 
Europe, one via Russia and one vin Hong- 
kong. ‘On the first line the Great Northern. 
Company pockets, [believe, abouthalfof the 
rate paid fora message to Europe, while 
on the southern line it only gets’ vory 
little share of the same. What would then 
be the consequence for the Company of the 
above breakdown in the Hongkong Cable ? 
The whole traflie to Europe would neces- 
sarily be forced to pass by the Northern 
route, and as this is the busy season, 
the nimber of messages to and from Buz 
rope, a the new and considerably increased 
rates would, [should think, keep the Gom- 
pany more ‘than indemnified for the loss 
Sustained by the non-working of the 
Hongkong line, If this hns been the 
Company's reason for not hastening the 
repair, Nemesis did not permit it to 
énjoy its autocracy long. Not many days 
Inter, the cable to Nagasnki was broken, 
thus’ leaving Shanghai perfectly isola~ 
ted,” without communication with Europe 
either by north or south. Since then, 
new breakages have happened ; and for the 
present there are at least two breakages 
betweon Amoy and Hongkong, one between 
Amoy and Guitzlaff, another between Gutz- 
laff and Nagasaki,’ and last, one between 
Gutalaff and Shanghai!

OPIUM-SMOKERS AND. OPIUM-EATERS IN 
CHINA. 
(Translated from the Revue des Dews: 
‘Mondes, May 1st, 1873.) 

Nothing is better known than the fact 
of the consumption of opium in China, 
while on no subject does greater ignorance 
prevail than with regard to the manner in 
which this takes place. M. le docteur 
Armand, in his lately published Traité de 
Climatologie, affirms that the pernicious 
effects of the extract of poppy have been 
exaggerated. This is the opinion of many 
English statesmen and diplomatists, but 
testimony of such a nature is open to sus- 
picion ; on the other hand, that of MMI. 
‘Armand appears to be altogether disin- 
terested and should be taken into consi- 





The physician in question 
3 that opium does barely more 
harm to the Chinese than tobacco docs to 
Enropeans. The importation of opi 
into China reaches at present the amount 
of 75,000 chests, or say four millions of 
Kilogrammes (8,800,000 Ibs.), and this 
quantity is consumed by four millions of 
smokers, giving an average annual con- 
sumption of one kilogramme (21th Ibs.) 
to each smoker. ‘This proportion is 
not an excessive one. It is true that a 
certain number of insatiable smokers 
spend almost the entire day over their 
pipes, and consmne as much as six 
grammes (about one-fifth of an ounce 
troy) of opium per diem—an amount 
which, according to M, Armand, repre- 
sents ‘about sixty pipes (ie. one déci- 
gramme—or 1} grains troy—per pipe), but 
the great majority of opium-smokers con- 
tent themselves with a few pipes by way 
of relaxation in the intervals of their busi- 
ness. Mandarins and the literary class 
also smoke five or six pipes per diem, an 
amount which occupies them for about an 
hour, each pipe lasting ten minutes. In 

hort, there are about four millions of 
smokers, consuming on an average four 
million kilogrammes of opium, and this in 
a population of more than tive hundred 
millions of souls. [It does not appear, in 
the original, whether this extraordinary 
exaggeration of the population of China is 
due to M. Armand or to his reviewer. Ed.] 
As a matter of fact, this is a ‘scourge ” of 
a mild nature (ce fléan est bénin.) 

‘How is opium smoked? The tube of an 
opium-pipe is 40 or 50 centimttres [sic in 
oriy; probably millimvtres are meant. 
Ea.] in diameter, and is closed at one end, 
near to which a lateral perforation is made 
for the purpose of receiving the fire-bowl 
of the pipe. ‘This portion is shaped like 
the rose of a watering-pot, and is made of 
painted earthenware or of metal, with a 
very narrow funuel-shaped orifice in the 
centre. ‘To fill the pipe, the borders of this 
orifice are overlaid with prepared opium 
so as to form a kind of plug. ‘The smoker 
brings the pipe, prepared in this manner, 
in proximity to the flame of a small lamp, 
and the flame is drawn in by the breath 
in such wise as to direct it upon the 
opium, which, as it burns, forms bubbles 
and fills the’ interior. of ‘the pipe with 
smoke. Upon this the opium cakes to- 
gether and chokes up the oritice, Smokers 
meet this inconvenience by pricking the 
caked mass, after each inhalation, with 
a needle, thus re-establishing the com- 
munication of air with the interior of the 
pipe. It is necessary, therefore, for a 
smoker to be provided with a flame con- 
stantly besidehim. . . . For what rea- 
son is the central perforation, the edges 
of which are covered with opium, so nar- 
row! 
may be the more prolonged, and also for 
the purpose of extingnishing the flame 
employed to set fire to the narcotic extract 
as it enters the passage. * 

The quantity of opium habitually taken 
to prepare a pipe is from 5 centizrammes 
(three-quarters of a grain) to 1 décigramme 
(one grain and a half). In taking up 
the extract from its little receptacle, 
placing and rolling it upon the spoon 
made expressly for this purpose, applying 
it to the border of the central orifice 
of the pipe, and arranging the lamp 
the flame of which is to consume it, a 
practised smoker, who at the same time 
takes delight in the charm of these preli- 
minary movements, occupies at least five 
minutes. He requires at least an equal 
length of time to smoke the pipe out. At 
cach inhalation the smoker makes a pause, 
he rolls the smoke in his mouth, enjoys its 
flavour, and expels it slowly through the 
nostrils or the mouth. Between this first 
pipeful and the next, a methodical smoker 
pauses once more and takes a breath of 
air. The pipe grows cool—for the opium

with a jet of flame and with the help of 
strong inhalation, In this way any length 
of time that one pleases may be allowed to 
interveno between each pipe. In any 
case, the time required to complete the 12 
or 14 inhalations which yo to the combns- 
tion of one décigramme of opium, amounts 
at least to another five minutes, thus 
bringing up the entire operation to a period 
of ten minutes. 

‘M. Armand compares opium smoke to 
that of tobacco, and the comparison is en- 
tirely in favour of the former. Opium 
smoke has a mild flavour, which does not 
alfect the throvt like vapours that are im- 
pregnated with nicotine ; and it has also a 
more agreeable smell, It does not fur the 
tongue, and, lastly, it does not in all cases 
produce an unpleasant effect at the tirst 
trial, It may be said that opium presents 
itself with a more attractive exterior and 
in a more insidious guise than tobaéco. 

Opiaphegi or opium-eaters are less nu- 
merous than smokers. People usually be- 
gin as smokers, and it is ouly after being 
Jong accustomed to the drug that the more 
dopraved and fatal taste is nequired of an 
actual opiated course of sustenance. Cer- 
tain individuals, in Europe as well as in 
China, are in the habit of taking pe 
cally doses of opium more or less powerful, 
either from an actual passion for the drug, 
or in order to relieve the pain arising from 
certain complaints, for instance neuralgia, 
It is not known to which of these two 
causes one should attribute the cases 
frequently met with in China and Indo- 
China, of persons chewing and swallowing 
opitnn, It is, however, certain that death 

in these countries often the result of 
absorbing excessive quantities of snrcotic 
extracts. 

An attentive study of the medical consti- 
tution of the countries where opium is 
smoked, and of the physiological effects of 
the drug, has led M. Armand to recommend 
the therapeutic use of opium-smoking, He 
is of opinion that by smoking from one to 
ten grains of opinm in the twenty-four 
hours, persons suffering from chronie bron- 
chitis’ or laryngitis, and from certain des- 
criptions of facial neuralyia, are likely to 
experience the most happy results from the 
sedative and quieting effect of the opiate 
principle. ‘This is an ingenious idea which 
deserves to be put to the proof of clinical 
experiment. 






















































TRADE GUILDS IN JaPaN. 
(Japon Mail.) 

It is onr dnty to draw fresh attention t 
evil which is paralysing our trade, ruining 
our merchants, and acting as adversely to. the 
real interests of this country as to those of the 
Western countries with which Japan has com- 
mercial treaties. We allude to the monopoli- 
sing action of the guilds, and chiefly to that 
| of the Shosha, ‘of which special mention is 
| made in the Memorandum before us. 

Now, it would be idle to argue that the 
‘Japanese are not perfectly at liberty to form 
| themselves into any associations they please 
| for the purpose of conducting their trade with 

us, provided always that. the action of such 
associations docs not contravene clear pro- 
| visions in our treaties. Such action might 
leven be extremely ignorant and short. 
| sighted, detrimental to the interests of trade 
{and the prosperity of the country, false 
| to admitted axioms of Political Economy and 

vexatious to our merchants. All this, how- 
ever, would give ws no more ground. fc 
diplomatic remonstrance than we should har 
if the Japanese preferred their own manufac 
tures to ours and refused to sell us their silk 
under three guineas a pound. All we could 
do under such circumstances would be to 
lament a course so destructive of our mutual 
interests, and make every effort to-enlighten 
those who were deceived by any specious argu- 
mentson which it might be based. But it is 
otherwise when a Government, hound by com- 
mercial treaties to see that no impediment is 
placed in the way. of a free and unrestricted 
intercourse between the foreign and native 
buyer or seller, becomes either an active party 
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to, or the moving power in, an Association 
which steps in between the two parties and 
says, “You shall neither buy nor sell without 
my permission or through my intervention.” 
If this is not acting in restraint of trade, we 
do not know what is. The small trader or 
country shop-keeper in Japan is not permitted 
to go to the foreign merchant and deal directly 
ith, him. He fs compelled to yo to a Guil 
which has previously instructed its active 
members, who are the work ‘agents, not to 
buy auy given articles over such and such a 
price, or to sell other articles under a given 
limit. All freedom, all wholesome competition, 
all vigour, is destroyed by such a system, and 
the Denelicent stream of trade, instead of 
overflowing its banks, and bringing fruitful- 
ness, wealth, contentment and happiness with 
it, is narrowed into a selfish channel, divested 
of all its benevolent effect, and made sub- 
servieut alone to individual and exclusively 
class interests. We earnestly wish we could 
induce Japanese statesmen to take wider and 
more liberal views of these questions. Are 
they so satisfied with the condition of the 
country that they see no neees ity for 
improving it? What are these «istur- 
bances of which each succeeding day brings 
the news? What is this paralysis of 
trade of which we are all witnesses, and 
by which we are all sufferers? How easy it 
would be to turn all this discontent and com- 
plaint and poverty into contentment aud 
satisfaction and wealth, Is ita light thing 
that the present policy of the Government is 
bringing it into collision with its subjects, 
whose blood is shed and whose homes are 

vastated and impoverished in consequence ? 
What are all these outbreaks but the signs of 
discontent at an increase of taxes necessitated 

y policy at once expensive and unprodue: 
tive of the benefits which form the real justi- 
fication for organic changes of policy + The 
country could well support all these changes 
and the expense they entail, were the commer- 
cial policy of the Government made more 
liberal, less conducive to class interests, aud 
anore conducive to the general welfare. 

And we cannot but remark here upon a 
growing spirit among the officials of this coun- 
try to make the machinery of the State sub- 
servient to their own purposes and interests. 
‘They are unfortunately in only too close prox- 
imity to countries where no scruple appears 
t veon men burdened with the 
respousibilities of office and the high charge 
of government, and the perversion of their 
powers into the channel of their own interests. 
The deadly canker of bad political example is 
eating its way into Japanese official life, and 
rendering more active and virulent ‘than 
formerly the poison which is always more or 
Jess latent in men in power who are unguided 
by a strong sense of honour or high official 
tradition. “We are afraid we shall soon see 
political “rings” in this country, using the 
Commercial machinery of these guilds to work 
murkets or exchanges or currencies for their 
own purpose. The germ of some such com- 
bination was sufficiently apparent in an at- 
tempt made not three weeks ago to close one 






























































of the great public Departments under false 
pretence: We warn the Government that 
Any combination of this nature will be severely 





dealt with if they involve breaches of faith 
with foreigners, and we should be sorry to 
see it draw down on itself any auimadversions 
‘on such grounds. 








CHINAMAN VERSUS NEGRO. 
(The Tier.) 

We place before the pubic this evening a 
proposition which for magnitude, novelty, and 
possible, or rather imaginable ‘consequences 
may rank with any scheme or suggestion of 
this most adventurous age. What does the 
reader think of extinguishing the whole ques- 
tion of slavery and slave traifie by getting rid 
of the African race altogether, aud stocking 
that interesting but rather troublesome Con- 
tinent with a new, independent, aud responsi- 
ble population? ‘That, and nothing less, is 
the idea conceived by oue whose name would 
of itself suffice to obtain a hearing for his pro- 
posals. Captain Francis Galton is an accom- 
Plshed writer and an experienced traveler. 

fe knows Africa as few men know it, and he 
is qualified to take an accurate measure of the 
black man and his capacities, His conclusion 
is that the sooner the whole race is superseded 
by one more promising, the better will it be 
for the world; and his desigu—or, as he mo- 











destly entitles it, his speculation—consists 
in making the Chinaman the successor of 
the Negro. England is to be the chief 
agent in this ethnical revolution. We are to 
make it ‘‘a part of our national policy” to en- 
conrage and establish “« Chinese settlements at 
“one or more suitable places on the East 
«Coast of Africa ;” and it is the belief of our 
correspondent that from this beginning the 
w-comers “would not only maintain their 
position, but would multiply, and their des- 
‘eendants would supplant the inferior Negro 




















“race.” Of course, this process would not be 
Tong contined to the East Coast of the Conti- 
nent. Once settled on the soil, the hardy and 
prolific Chinese would people tract after tract 





of what is now vacant or half-inhabited terri- 
tory, and in the end ‘the gain would be im- 
mense to the whole civilized world, if we 
“were to outbreed aud finally displace the 
“Negro as completely as the latter has dis- 
placed the aborigines of the West Indies. 
‘There !—The reader, if his breath is not taken 
away, may now say what he thinks of this 
transformation of a whole quarter of the globe. 

Some steps of the argument may undoubt- 
edly be conceded. China can spare the 

eople. It could part with 100,000,000 of its 
inhabitants and never miss thei, or miss them 
only to the advantage and satisfaction of the 
rest. In a country not half the size of Brazil 
—we speak of China proper—there are now 
packed at least 350 millions of luiman 
creatures ; nor could anything, indeed, short 
of the marvellous thrift and’ patienee of the 
Chinaman resist the pressure of such a popu- 
lation on the soil. On the other side, Africa 
can find room for the invaders. Enough, at 
any rate, is known of its interior to convinee 
us that it is half, or more than half, empty, 
and that *enornious regions" —more enormous 
a8 our correspondent suggests, than we 
imagine—are available for immigration and 
settlement. We must admit, too, that if the 
Chinaman is to be contrasted with the Negro, 
he shows to incontestable advantage. He is, 
we believe, all that he is here described as 
being, and there is nothing unreasonable in 
the assumption that his development would 
be stimulated and facilitated by removal to 
a free and open settlement. It is true, also, 
that the world’s history is full of the’ 
placement of populations,” and that race after 
race has been almost everywhere supplanted 
by something. fitter and better than steel 
In India the discoveries of this kind are mar- 
yellous. We can hardly find such a thiog as 
an aboriginal or earthborn people. In the 
rudest hill tribes or forest claus there are 
remnants of a population still ruder and 
older, whose position and occupation indicate 
a conquered class. So we can well under- 
stand how wave after wave of population may 
have swept over Afriea, and go on to per- 
suade ourselves that the process may be re- 
peated once more without violence to the 
onder of nature. 

Having arrived, however, at this stage of 
the question, we ‘are disposed to think the 
Aifficulties of the prospect more considerable 
than they appear to our sanguine correspon- 
dent. Certainly, there is no reason why any 
“national jealousy” should be excited by 
our proceedings, but we are not prepared to 
say that such sentiments would be altogether 
wanting. Then, on whose land are we to 
place these colonists? It is acknowledged 
that a political effort” might be necessary 
to secure a ‘free right of occupancy and set- 
tlement,” and, considering that the occn- 
pancy and settlement are designed to lead 
to the appropriation of the cutire soil, we 
should thiuk the effort must be rather 
a strong one. No doubt all outsiders ‘‘com- 
“ mercially interested in those parts” might 
bo benefited by the results, but how about 
the present occupants themselves? There are 
gertain old friends, of, ours associated for 
‘aborigines’ protection ” purposes who would, 
wwe should fancy, have a word to say to this 
scheme for extirpating outright the entire 
breed of their most favoured clients. But, 
above all, is it quite certain that the China- 
man bimsel? would be a consenting party? As 
a rule, the Chinese, though ready" enough to 
eave their homes in search of employment, 
are resolutely bent upon going back again. 
It is only for a time that they turn their 
backs upon their native land. They. go out, 
rationally enough, to make their fortunes, 
but when their fortunes are made they re- 
turn to China. [t may be all very true that 
they live there in a “dark age” and under an 


















































“effete system,” but for all that they. are 
attached to their country. If they have little 
religion, they have, in the old sense of the 
word, a good deal of piety. ‘They cling to 
their ancestral sacrifices and ceremonies, and, 
however stifily they may be manacled by si 

rstition and custom, they hug their chains. 

in fact, our corresponilent seems to be aware 

that nothing short of political disturbance at 
home would ever drive Uhinese communities 
abroad. It might, of course, be a different 
thing when large Uodies of these people had 
once fairly settied themselves with their house- 
hold gods in some new regjon. ‘They might 
then invite their countryuten to follow their 
example and come among them, but we sus 
pect that anything like a wholesale migration’ 
would be out of the question for a very long 
while. 

It is not clear that the Chinese would be 
persuaded to change their domicile, but there: 
is nothing strange in the longing eyes turned. 
towards that empire by people disgusted with 

i improvidenee, incompatibility, 
tion of those around them. The 
Chinaman gives no trouble to his rulers, his 
neighbours, or his companions. In spite, as 
it appears, of a classical education, he is hum- 
ble, laborious, contented and quiet. He can 
turn his hand to almost anything, is singular. 
ly inoffensive, and has an instinctive capacity 
for self-government, which saves those above 
him a world of trouble, ‘The people, more- 
over, thus qualified amount, it is said, toa 
third of the uman race ; so that the supply 
is practically unlimited.’ Very wisely, there- 
fore, has our correspondent this morning s 
lected them for the future owners of Africa, 
He dismisses the Hindoos as comparatively 
competent, and disposes of the Arabs in 
tons at which readers with Semitic proclivi- 
ties will probably feel indiguant. Indeed, we: 
are ready to acknowledge that if the Afri- 
cans are to be gradually extruded from 
Africa and finally extinguished, the Chinese 
are the people todo the work, ‘There would be 
an advantage, it cannot be denied, in getting 
a Continent full of industrions, ingenious, in- 
dopenent, and self-supporting iuhal 
instead of a territory thinly stocked 
fierce barbarians, inveterate man-stealers, or 
“lazy palavering savages.” ‘The political re- 
lief and economical profit which would follow 
when slavery had become impossible, can 
hardly be exaggerated. Captain Galton en- 
deayours to estimate the result by means of a 
couverse supposition, and asks us to calculate 
“the loss that would ensue if China were 
« somehow to be depopulated and re-stocked 
“by Negroes.” Undoubtedly the loss as well 
as the inconvenience to the world would be 
exceedingly great, but the ‘depopulation ” of 
Continent is rather a serious matter, and 

haps the Negro would not retire from the 
face of the earth without a struggle. He has 
certainly given his friends a great deal of 
trouble, and the account, we fear, is not quite 
closed even yet; but though we 
correspondent’s opinion of his inferiority to 
the Chinaman as a specimen of humanity, we 
are uot sure that the world is prepared for the 
substitution of one race for the other after the 
fashion proposed.

‘The list of debtors 
shewed very small sums due; the list of pro- 
perty consisted of house furniture at Foo 
of unascertained value. 

The Bankrupt stated. that he did not 
know whether Mr. Groom, who had put 
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through a number of share transactions for 
him. and had negotiated a loan on the 
security of certain shares, would as the result 
of these transactions stand in the position of 
2 debtor or a creditor to the estate, but he 
had been given to understand that he would 
be the latter. : 
‘After some discussion as to appointing a 
@ trustee to the estate, the Court adjourned for 
an hour to enable the creditors preseut to find 
some one willing to take the duties.

Devevaxr, in reply to his Worship, said 
he considered this an over-estimate ; $10 he 
should think was quite sufficient. 

Psaisrive said defendant had expressed his 
willingness to settle the account, but did not 
want his name to be brought up; but when 
the estimate was made he denied jiability.

His Hoxow: 

Puartire said the cost of repairs was $40, 
he chargeil $8 for loss of the use of the yehi- 
cle for 4 days, and $3 for the hire of the 
trap.

$5 damage to harness ; $20 for repair of 
turntable, &e. ; $5 fixing springs ; $3 
pairing splashboard ; $1 to the foreigner and 50 
cents to the coolie who brought the pony and 
trap home—in all making the amount claimed.

‘That was about 4.30 v.x.; and at 6 
o'clock the mawfoo returned and_ reported 
that the trap had been broken, while under 
the charge of a foreigner, who was intoxicated. 
He went directly to the Saloon and made 
enquiries, and defendant was the gentleman 
pointed out to him as the one who had hired 
it, He admitted having met with au accident, 
ut told him not to mention it as he was will: 
ing to arrange matters quietly. Witness must 
not be hard on him but goat once and estiinate 
















































the damages, and tell him the result. Wit- 
ness said he would do so, adding that they 
could repair it themselves; if defendant 
thought any other Enropear or a Chinaman 
could do it cheaper, he was at liberty to 
engage Irim.

Afterwards, the special 
allowance was taken away, and the salary so 
reduced that I only received £250 per annim 
extra for Hankow, making my total income 
when I left Hankow £1050 per annum, in- 
stead of £1495 per annum when I went there, 
As regards any further answer to the charge 
of fraudulently appropriating the public 
monies, I beg to reserve my defence.
